Theninth article cannot be confirmed out of the 
holy Scripture. For although ſome of the heathen 
Monarkes of that ſpace be there mentioned, yer not 
all : neither haue they, that are,any terme of their 
raygnes, or diſtin&tion of yearesſer downe , Againe 
Metaſihenesthough he haue a computation of years, 
yet he hath great obſcuritic,and great diuerſitie from 
the Grecias. lnſomuch that ſomeconieRurethat the 
kingesnamed by Metaſthenes and Philoynto Longi« 
147 , are notthe ſame perſons , norof the ſame line 
and houſe,as thoſe be which the Grecians ſpeake of, 
The principall oddes and differences Iwill briefly ſer 
downe, before I come to the proofe of this article, 
The holy ſcripturethus farre mentioneth the kinges 
both of Aſſyria and Bab:lop, ag.

falem; where hauing a wonderfull ouerthrow,he fled 


hometo Nze ,and there was {laine by rwo of his 
owne fonnes, Cap.18.13. 19. 35. 36.37. This was in 
Ezechias 14.yeare, A.M. 3290. 

5 A{ſaradaor king of 4ſſyria, ſonne of Sennacher.b 
ſucceeded his Father; his twobrethren,the parricides 
being fled for fearcinto the land of Ararat.Cap.18.37. 
He was alſo called ofthe lewes 0ſzafar.E3r.4.10.and 
this king caried people and planted Colonies in the 
Cities of Sz9ar14, in Readof the Iſrachtes.2.Reg.r7; 
14, Er&. 4.2. Heere ceaſed that race and pro-« 
genie. 

The kinges of Bablox are thus farre recorded. 

1 Berodach Baladan ( or as Eſay calleth him , Mere- 
das Baladan) the ſonne of Bala#an king of Babilsr , lent 
ſetters with apreſentto Ezehias, 2,Rec,20,12, That 
was about FZ«chias 14. yeare, Sennacheribbeing then 
king of 4ſjria, ar.d hauing the ſeat of his chiete refi- 
ance at Ny#ive , But when Meredat began his raigne 
the ſcripture doth not ſhew but he is the firſt, that is 
called king oi Babiler, 

2 Mention 
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| 2 Mentionis made of another, whoſe Captaines 
tooke <Aenaſſes king of 74a capriue,and caried him 
to Babilon. 2.Chro.3 3.11. his name is no where recor- 
ded; butonely his title, Xing of Aria: whereby 
itis to be gathered that after A//aradaor , the kinges 
of Bab:lon had Nininve and the whole kingdome of 
the Aſr/a75 , For it is manifeſt that this king was 
of the race of Merodrc, becauſe they brought Mena/- 
ſes captiue to Bub:lon , which the olde kinges of 4/ 
{1riahad loſt before Sernacherib; time. 

3 Mention is likewiſe made of a king of Aſjria a- 
gainſt whom Phirao Nero king of Aeypt warred, in 
the ende of /7;1z raigne : wherein 7148 was flaine. 
2,Ree.23.29. His name is not recorded: but he might 
well be Nab»ch:donoſors farher , whom Beroſus in 10- 
ſephm calleth Naba/a7ar , but 7oſephus himſelte callerh 
him Nab»:h14on:ſortoo . In the ende of his raigne 
Nininz was deſtroyed and vtterly razed by him and 
Aſſuerus. Tob,x4.17, whereupon afterward'the kings 
keeping their Court and reſiance at Bab/lon, were 
called againe the kinges of Ba%:lon,See my Bibhothece 
h;torica in Monarchiarum Perioche. 

4 Nabu:h1donoſor king of Babjlon , began lus raigne 
in 1eh/oiakims fourth yeare, 1er.25.1, tooke from the 
king of Aezypt allthathe had betweene Ewphrates and 
Nilus, 2.Rez.24.9. whereby itis cleare, thatthe king 
of A[ſyria , againſt whome Neco warred , and chis 
king of Babilop,weere both of one ſtate andkingdom, 
though theirritles differ. In his ſeauenthyeare he took 
Tehoiakim: in his eight Tehojarin: in his 18 Zedechias : in 
his 19, he burnt the Temple and Citie , He raig-

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5 Euil Meroduc king of Babilon began hisraigne 
inthe 37. yeare of 7ehozacins captiuitie, Jehoiacin was 
caried away in the very beginning of Nabuchagonſors 
eight yeare, To his ſeauen,addethe other 37,8 there 
will be 44. and they were not tully complete neithers 
So that whereas 7oſcj bus de Ant l1,10.cap.12, faith,that 
Neabuchodoneſor raigned 43+ yeares , he meaneth fullie 
complete, beſide the odde months which were almoſt 
another yeare. But cHetaſthenes giuing 35. yearesto 
Nabuchodenoſor,beginneth his raign at 1chozakimsthird 
yeare,, when he was made Generall of his fathers 
watres, his father being ſicke.

Proclamation is ſaid to be in Cyr#s firſt yeare; and to Prol. 1. x. 
be his Proclamation onely, For he alone was at B4- 
biloz , and deliuered the veſſels of che Temple to the 
ewes. Cyaxares was not at Babjlon co doe any thing , 
nor came not thither of a yeare after: and itis moſt 
probavle that hewas neuer there in petſon , Surely 
neither theholy ſcripture , nor Xeoph:# doth anie 
where mention his being there at all . Onely Dane! 
maketh his computation by his raigne , ſo long a5 
Darius lived : by whom himſcite, was highly promo - 
ted, But after he compureth by Cyr#s, who was ſole

Vhich doubrles was done by theicioynt authoritie, 
and was the a&t of them both - but Xerophon doth at- 
tribute it to Cyrs becauſe his purpoſe is to write of 
Cyrus; and Daniel attributeth it to Davis , becauſe 
axioma impery, the ſtate ofthe Monatchie was prin- 
Cipally in him while he liued. Trie Xerophon by the 
couch of holy ſcripture , and you ſhall finda plea- 
ſant harmonie betweene them; and nothing in him 
eo croſſe or contradict it. It may be ſome diprefſions 
of communications ,ſtratagem<s,and other exploits 
are not written ſo much ad hiſtorie fidem,as Tull ſaid, 
as oi ras wer, as Herodotus ſaith: ver the mayne 
courle and tenour of the ſtorie may be ſound and 
right. 

Heroaotas confeſſeth thatthe hiſtorie of Cyrus be- 
fide the Way that he telleth it Tpipacias Nas oy wr ids; png Is 
zold three other manncy of waies , and that he tooke his 
way forthe likelieſt.Burtrie it by the touch and it will 
not proue ſo, For firſt he maketh the Perſia5no king- 
dome ot it feltez nor co be in league withthe Meer, 
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in Dyodorus ſixtbooke , whoalſo a 
| da was called 4ſtyages of the Grecians :) he ſaith that 
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Hut mere flaues to the Hedes and diudpes: and Care 
byſes, who maried {ages daughter , no king, bur a 
peſantand vnderling to all: ind: iornio &mmn, 1 wing bat 
«ym Sorrow int yuebloy 3 bearing himſelſe farre vnder the 
eſtate of 'a meane perſon of Media . The reaſon of this 
diſparage, was becauſe he dreamed, that his daugh-

fu bieftrothe Perſtaxs ; yet Tomyris calleth him king 
of Mezes, Anone after he ſubdued Creſ#s, and tooke 
Babylon , vpon a great feſtiuall day , the Babilonians 
being ſo buſie at their daunces and paſtimes , that 
they perceiuednothing , tillthe Perſians were in, & 
tooke them at vnawares.

ans, (that is Xerxes ) thereſhould be three kinges of 
Perſia and he ſhould be the fourth, Thoſe were Cyr, 
Cambyſes, Darius Hiſlaſpis, and Xerxes, of which three 
laſt Herodotus writeth of certaintie, without intimati- 
on of any other reportes, 

Philo in Breatar, 6.2. agreeth with Metaſthenes : 
but that he ginech an Epithet to Darzzs, that died in 
Cyr4:{econd yeare, naming him Darius Hiſtaſpis: and 
turther acdeth , that the principall fautor of the Ta- 
maricall tation, was LAriaxat: who compelled the 
Lifyrians, 1 Aedes, and Perſiansto reuolt from Priſcus, 
in{o much that Priſcus kept himſelte at Babylon; but 
intheend he {udued Ariaxat. 

Thus you ſee the great oddes among writers in 
this article: all which Clemens Schubertus laboureth 
and toyiethto reconcile together. But I doubt, he 
hath loſt both, oyle and toyle. Yer that which he 
hath done perhaps may giue light to ſome other 
grounded Hiftorician, to effect ſome further matrer. 
The meane ſeaſon for the order of the kinges or Em- 
perours inthe Pcſzan Morarchie , weareto followe 
Xenophon tor Darius and Cyrus, and Herodotus forthe 
reſt ; as moſt agreeable to holy Scripture. And for 
the Confirmation of theſe two laſt articles , and the 
juſt Chronologiethercof, I will take a courſe more

This verſe of Zeremre is the very kay of Chronolo- 
pie: wherefore Lwill firſt ſhew how the Diuine and 
' Humane Chronologie is locked together : and at- 
rer vnlocke and open it with this kay.” And firſt as 
we reckon the yeares of the kinges of 1u44after E- 
Techias tor tull and complete,fo we begin their raigns 
alike as we did his: thatis atthe beginning ofthe v- 
ſuall yeare : as ſhall + vg inthe Table, Where- 
tore Ieho/alims fourth began cuen with the beginning 
of 2398, Againe Nabuchodonoſors firſt yeare did not 
beginne even with the firſt day of 7cho7akirs tourth 
yeare, buratthe firſt day of the month Phamenoh 
being the ſeuenth monch of the Chaldzans, which 
Phamenoth in that age began about or rather anone 
after the middle of Thamns which was the fourth 
month ofthe Hebrewes, ſo that about three monthes 
21nd an halfe of Nabuchodoneſors firſt concurred with 
tchoiakims fift, as appeareth , /cr. 52, 29, where one 
captiuitie or carying away of the ewes is attributed 
to N-.uchrdoneſorsleauenth yeare: which could not 
be before 1ch1yakimre 11 yeare : when Tehoiakim and 
the Nobles were caried away , Andſo by this means 
I:hoiakim raignednot aboue two monthes of his 11.

and people appeaie as witnefles, that Chriſt was gi- 
uenandexhibitedinthe tulneſſe of time, that God ſo 
fong before had ſetand ſhewed by his Prophets. And 
this vie weare to make of humanc writers and Chro- 
i ; niclers

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niclers,though heatheniſh; cuen to make them ſerue 
vnto Chriſt, toward the leading of vs into anvnder- 

ſtanding of the trueth of times and ſeaſons : ſincethe 
holy Ghoſt dothnot refule the ſame neyther inthe 
olde, nor new Teſtament: leading vs tothe better and 
readier knowledge of the oldrimes by the yeares and 
account of Nabuchodonoſor:andotthe new times of our 
Sautour himſelte , by the time of TAngnſize, T iberi- 
us, Cyrenius, Pilat, ere, Wherot we ſhall make ſmall 
vic. it we be barred from humane writings & records, 
The ende of theſe 70 weekes is the Paſſion of Chriſt, 
as 1s euident, wer{.24.c 26, Yet the authors of the 
former opinion, wh:ch begin them ar LZongimarns 20.

V, C. after Rome was built, 801 there was written in 
the publique ates the 207 Olympiad, which excee- 
deth the other by 24 yeares. And fo Clemens Alexand. 
Strom, t1.7, reckoneth from the firſt 0/ympiad to the 
time that Rome was built 24 yeares. This Computa- 
tion of Dionyfrus and Solizns is molt viuall. And al- 
thovgh there be bur [mall oddes betweene theim;«i or 
markes of theſe two laſt accountes of Yarroand Div» 
nyfaus: vVIF.as much as from the 21 of A/ay tothe firlt 
day of Hecatombeam aboutthe ſommer Solſtice, yet it 
breedeth in accountthe oddes of a whole yeare - be- 
cauſe Yarro endeth his firſt yeare of Rowe with the 4 
yeare of the 6 0/ympiad'; and beginneth his fecond 
vearewhere D7oyſms beginnerh his firſt : and ſo he 
accounteth thoſe tewe dates betweene the Pa/rja,and 
the 9/ympiades for one yeare.

Conſuls, depend 
the yeares of the Emperours;and of the yeares ofthe 
Emperours depend the yeares of Chriſt, For S. Luke 
coupleth the 3o yeare of Chriſt with the 15 of Tibe- 
r:«5:\othatthe 15 yeare before T iberixs, is the firſt of 
Chriſtes Natiuitie: and that was the 42 yeare of 4#- 
2uſizs. For outof the 56yeares of his Empyre take 14 
and there remaine 42 - which 42 yeare is the 15 yeare 
before T iberizs .in which Chriſt was borne,as allthe 
ancient writers agree, Euſeb .

tributeth 58yeares to his Empyre) the'to Calendes 
of 0b:r 709 yeares poſt conditam Roman, after Rome

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September: adde thereto 42, and there will te 751,in 
which yeare Chriſt was borne, Now for the yeare of 
the world, it appeared before that Dior;ſus began

Solinus,Cap,z.faith that Hirtins & Parſa were Conſuls

T this day all Chriſtendome vſeth to make 
their accountes & Computations by the years 
of Chriſt, And yer notwithſtanding preſently 
after Chriſt that Computation was not vied : but the 
common order of accounting and dating was by the 
Conſuls of Xo : ſaving that the Church had a 
particular Ara or Compuration of their owne,which 
began 38 yeares before Chriſt : and ſome xingdomes 
accounted by the raignes of their owne kinges; all 
which are ſcene by the dares in the Tomes of Coun- 
cels. Butthe Church of Rome vied a Computation 
from the paſsion of Chriſt, as Beda ſheweth, /,9e nat, 
reram. Cap.40. which alſo you may ſee in Hierome and 
Tidove : and ſome vied the Computation of Antioch, 
as Enſcbius,Enngrins, Cedrenns, Neceforns, which began 
48 yeares before Chriſt , as Marianss Scots (hews- 
eth, Yeaborh'Heathen and Chriſtian vied the Ara 
or accom of D7c/ttian, as you may tee in Ambroſe, 
_ Fe. which began inthe yeareof Chriſt 285,and al- 
fo informer rimes the Computation of the Chalde- 
ans Was mich vied, as you may fee in Prolomie, which 
began the 13 yeare after Alcxanders death, euen with 
the fecondyeare of the 117 0/ym71ad: and at the next 


Vernal AquinoCtiall beganthe Compuration of the 
Greekes vied inthe bookes of ©Acaccabres and in eſe- 
phus,wv1F_ atthe crowning of Salewcus Nycanor : and at 
the coronation of Ptolomers Philadelphus in the 26 
yeare of the Greekes began the Ara of D/omfrus much

Marry now 
the Twrkes vic their Computation which they call 
Alhigera, beginning inthe yeare of Chriſt 622: and 
the Perſians vie their Teſdazert, which began 1m the 
yeare of Chriſt 632. Bur inthe yeare of Chriſt 532 
Dionyſus Exiguus inſtituting the Paſchal Cicle, and 
Goſden number , would not number and calculate 
the ſame by the Araor Computation of wicked D1o- 
cletian the 10, perſecutor of the Church, whichthen 
was vſed thorow the whole Empyre, but would caſt 
and account it by the yeares of Cheiſt , beginning at 
his Incarnation, as Beaa (ſheweth T 07. 2 lr. de nat. re- 
ra. cap.46, WW hich Airaor Computation was not 
vied by the Emperors or Popes till long atrer. Forthe 
firſt Emperour that vſcd it in dating of his Adtes, 
proceedings, & Epiſtles was Carols Craſſms, And at- 
rerward Eugenia LLLLatthe aduiſe &tnſtance of Blon- X 
aus his Regiſter reccined ir into the Popes Bulles and | 
writtes : as Pawulas Foroſempronienſis attirmerth in his 
Paulina parte2.1i, 13. Prafide Engenio I1II aahortarvie 


Blondo Forlimenſa Ponteficy collegy a ſecrets Notarti, in 
bullis atque reſerrptrs Pontificalzbus annorum hec a Chriſti 
Incarnatione ſupputatio ſcribi primum cepit:when Eugent- 


us 1111 was Pope, at the inſtance of Blondus of Fort, 
K's Clarke 
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Clarke ofthe Popes rounſell,this Computation of yeares from 
the Incaraation of Chriit bezan firſt to be written in the 
Popes Bulles and Manaates, \Which I doe nor take , as 
though the Compuration by the yeares of the Lord 
waschen firſt brought into the Church(as Gerardus, 
Mercator and othertake it, ) or as though it were not 
. viedinthe actes ofthe Church, and in ccclefiaſticall 
courtes and proceedings before that time ; bur that 
| then andbythat meancsitbcgan firſt to be viedinthe 
Bulles, Mancates,and writtes, that were meere Pa- 
pal, and paſſed onely from the Pope. Forin writres 
of that nature,the yeare of the Lord was not mentio- 
nedatal veforethar time, but onely the yeares of their 
owne coronation, ann Pontificatus neſtri, cc. For a* 
none after Pauls Foroſempronienſis addeths Sed notary 
' 41nnos4 natinitate computare conſuenerunt, But all other 
notaries uſed to account the yeares from the Natinitie. 
And thatis cuidentby the dates of all the Seflions of 
the councell of Confance,which was before Eugenius: 
which are all dated ano a Natinitate Domini : bi the 
Popes Mandates and letters are only dated anno Pox- 
tificatus noitri, So that the Compuration of Diomſis 
#5 was both vſed, and alſo correfted, before Eugenius 
I III. The order whereot I will briefly ſet downe, 
 Thecompuration from the Incarnation of Chriſt, 
ordained by Dionſius was vied till Decem,2s. 1351, At 
which time for ſpeciall cauſe, which is ſhewed, pag. 
it was decreed, that the compurartis by the yeare 
ofthe Lord, ſhould begin, not atthe Incarnation or 
25 of March (as before itdid,) butatthe Nat:iuitie or 
25 of December: and yet the ſame number ſhouldbe 
kept and obſerued without alteration all the yeare 
thorow 
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chorow, ſaue the firſt quarter, Forſomuch they pre- 
uented the change and beginning of the new yeatrc, 
writing 1352, after the ſaid 25. of December, which o- 
therwile they ſhould not have done till the Incarnati- 

The Act or De- 
cree is recorded by Terapha : His quogue temperibus 
apud Perpmanum oppiaum in curia generals 25 Decem- 
br 1351 fuit determinatum in Catalonia, ne Calenae 4 
notary: in chartis ſcriberentur, nec ab Incarnatione annus 
Domini, ſeda Natinitate inchoaretur . CAnd alſo at that 
time, at Parpinnan in a zenerall Court , Decemb. 25. 
1351. it was decreed in Catalonia , 1hat the Calenzes 
ſhould not be wſed by Notaries in Chartcs , and that the 
yearofthe Lord ſhould not begin at the incaruatio,vut atthe 
Natiuitie, The praRiſc hereof appeareth inthe coun- 
cell of Conſtanceabout 53 yeares after : where all the 
Seſſions and Ades are dated, not by Calendes, bur 
| by the daies of the month; and by the yeares from 
the Natiuitic of the Lord, and not from his incarna- 
tion, VVhichyeare didalter & chaungenot atthe in- 
carnation: forthe ſecond ſeſſion holden the ſecond 
of March , andthe third holden the 25. of March,that 
isthe day of Chriſtcs. Incarnation; and the fourth 
holden the 30, of March; and the fift, holden. the 6, 
of April, areallrecorded in one and the ſame yeare

quarters of a yeare, and therefore decreed that it 

ſhould be accounted but from his Natiuitte: Second- 
ly to anticipate the change of the next newe yeare, 
beginning itſooner by one quarter of a yeare. And 
by this meansthey both regained the whole laſt year, 
andalfo made the Compurationof the yeare of the 
Lordto come within eight daies of the viuall Com- 
puration of the Roxwares, which began arthe Calends 
of 1anuarie . Bur Blondus about 80 yeares after thar, 
perſwading Euzernizs LETT, thatthe Popes owne re- 
{cripres, Bulles, Actes, and proceſſes might alſo be 
dated by the yeare of the Lord , whether it were , for 
that hewould of ſingularitic makethe Pope differ c- 
uen4n his Dates fromthe common courſe, or(which 
I chinkerather) for that he ſaw the newe ſtile and ac- 


count didnot well concurre and agree, neither with 
4x M4 the 
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the naturall courſe of the yeare , which beginneth 
with the Spring, when the ſunne entereth into Arzes, 
nor with the ordinance of God , which appoynted 
the month Abb forthe firſt, nor with the ancient 
Computarion ofthe Church, which began both the 
yearcs of the world , andtheyeare otthe Lord atone 
time, v7, about the Vernall Xquinocticall,) retuled 
the new ſtile and Computation fromthe Nartiuitte , 


& rooke the old fromthe Incarnation, Yet beginning 


thechange of the new yeare after the new yeare ofthe 
other Computation from the Natiuitie (as euidently 
appeareth by the two dates of the Popes Reuocation 


inthe councell of Baſz/,)he intimateth not obſcurelie, 


that this his Computation reached not to the true 
Incarnation of Chriſt by one whole yeare , but that 
it beginneth ar the feaſt of his Incarnation, which 
was in the firſt yeare of his Natiuitie, and ſo left out 
the whole laſt yeare before the beginning of his 
Computation, 

This Computation of Blonde ts vied by the church 
of England: andnotonely heere, butallo in 7talyby 


the ſtates of Florence ,and Srenes; all which vie the. 


Computation fromthe Incarnation, and begin the 


yeare the 25 day of March, afterthat the Church of 


Rome hath begun their Computation from the Nati- 
uitie the 25 of Deceber before. As Anno Regine 37, the 
25 day of December,the Church of Rome began the 
yeare 1595 fromthe Natiuitie-: and the Citie of Rowe 
4 wie with the Aſtronomers ( for they haue a pe- 
culiar Computratio,proportionedtothe ancient and 
viual yeare of the Romanes,without anyregard of the 


hiſt 8 daies of Chriſtes Natiuitic) begin the ſamc 


yeare| 
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yeare 1595 the ficſt day of /27uarie, orthe feaſt of Cir. 
cumciſion which rherfore iscalled New-yeares day, 
as our yearly Almanacks ſhew:and atthe 25 of March 
following,we of England, Florence,and Senes beginthe 
fame yeare 1595 from the Incarnation or Concepti- 
on of Chriſt, Which is as much, as it Chriſt had 
beene borne and Circumciſed too,, a quarter of a 
yeare before he was conceiued - were it not that 
they bythis their Compuration would giuevs to vn- 
derltand, that thereis loſt a whole yeare of the Lord, 
which they would regaine and reſtore by beginning 
their Computation from his [ncarnation a juſt yeare 
after his true Incarnation: that 1s at the feaſt of his 
Incarnation or Annunciation nexr after his Natiui- 
tie. But the ſtates of Piſa haue theright and perfet 
computationfrom the Incarnation , which runneth 
alwaiesaiuſt yeare before chis of England, Florence, 
and Sexes . Fortheſame 25 of Harch Elgaberhe 37 
they beginthe yeare 1596fromthe Incarnation; and 
ſo date alltheir recordes, writtes, proceſles,Epiſtles, 
euidences, &c. Indeed in thoſe places , where anic 
of the other Computations are ved, perhaps it will 

ſeeme good and conuenient, as not vnlikely it did to 
Blonaus , notto- alter their account and ſtile ancient 
though erroneus, butrather to keepe and retaynethe 
vulgar and vſuall Computation , both in their pub- 


lique and priuate Aces, becauſe thealteration there- 
of would breede ſome confuſion in their recordes 
and euidences. But yetir is neceſſarie forthe ſtudious 
in Hiſtorie to be acquainted heerewith, andto vn- 
derſtand the differences of Computations in the 
worlde. 


Of this poynt I hane beene the larger, partly be- 
N cauſe

cauſe theauthor of our laſt great Chronicle , in his 
deſcription of England, li. 3, ca. 14. maketh this a 
preat {cruple (to vie his owne terme) and ſo leaucth 
it, concluding that with 25 Chriſt i borae before he & 
conceined : and partly becauſe I remember this doube 
was moued to a man of manitolce learning , and of 
great reading and iudgement,as any in this land who 
did anſwere it by a diſtinftion of Arnus Nptmmtarrs , 
and ans Actatis, Which diſtin&tion I haue read 1n 
Jacobus Phillippus Bergomenſis Chronic, li.8, where he 
laboureth by that mcane to take away all doubt about 
the yearc of the Baptiſme and Paſſion of Chriſt, And 
firſt he pntteth a difference betweenethe viual yeare, 
and the Emergent yeate : which Emergent yeare, 
a guoun rei exuents quovis tempore anni wfnalss emergit Cf 
mncipit, & rewolutis duodecim mer ſubus ſeloribus finem hae 
bet,atque iterum in ſua veitigia redit, & iternum atyue ite- 
16m Cir cummoluitur, done ea res nvmerart deſinit, a cults 
euentu captum eſt numerar! ; hs let fiert in primordys 
reeum 07 imperatorum . And after he addeth : ad hac 
tempus anni emergentts anuos Domint duphciter numera- 
mus.aut ſecundum Natinitatem , aut ſecunai atatem oc, 
By this Emergent yeare we acconnt the yeare of the Lord 
10 waies : ejther by his Natinitie, or by his aze . Whereu- 
por rink being borne in the end of the wſuallyeare, (he 
meaneth of the Romans ) he hadof the laſt yeare of his 
Natinitie but onely 7 daies: but the firſt yeare of his age, 
from the 25 day of December, wherein he was boyre, to 
that day tweluemonth js ended in the ſecond yeare of his 
Natinitie . And ſo he accompliſhed twg yeares of his Na- 
zinitie , after the wſuall yeare almaſÞ inthe firſt yeare of 
bis age: andthe ſecond yeare of his Natiuitie andthe firf 
of his agtirall one. Whereby it cometh to paſſe that the 
geares 
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yearer of Chriſtes Ngtinitie are 34 andahaife almoſt cc, 
Anone after, avd the 33 yeare of his age and 34 of bis 
Natinitie Chriſt ſuffered . Againe , therefore Iulius 

Czlar being //ayne in March, whence Auguſtus Em. 


pre tis accounted, Chriſt began the firſt yeare of his Na- 
tinitie inthe cd of Auguſtus 42 yeare.c4c, This diffe- 
rence I thought good to alledge , becauſe it may 
ſerue the Hiſtorician to many-good purpoſes; as 
namely it openeth anddec{areth the meaning of 0- 
reſt-46, where he {aith, 47mo 4 wenſts 42 prope emenſs 
Chriſtus natus ct , as betore I expoundedit. As for 
the ſcruple before mentioned and moued, it dorts 
ſomewhat ouecrſhadowe it , but not cleane take 
it away : ſhitting ie off prettily , bur-not ſatisfying it 
fully. For if we take the common and vulgar Com- 
putation of Chrilt to be ſecundum Natinitatem after 
his Natiuitie , then indeed the ſecond yeare of Chriſt 


ſe:undim Na'ig'titem mult begin before the fecond 


yeare of Chriſtes true Incarnation; and ſo onward 
che Compuration ſecundum Natinitarem will begin a 
quarter of a yeare before the Computation from his 
Incarnation: Although the firſt yeare of Chriſt /e- 
cundum Natinitatemgwhich contayned but 7daies be- 
gan three quarters after the beginning cf the firſt 
yeare of his Incarnation But heere firſt I ſay,that in 
the common and vulgar Computation of Chriſten- 
dome, the yeare of the Lordis not taken ſecundum 
Natinitatem,but ſecundum etatem,8& beginneth notart 
the firſt day of 14:uarie,butatrhe 25 day of December 
which was the day of his Natiuitie, as appeareth by 
the councell of Conſtance,which putteth the 28 of De- 
cember, andthe 11 of March both in one yeare. And 
althoughthe Aſtronomers, and ſome other haue re- 

N 2 duced 
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duced the yeare of Chriſt co the vſuall yeare of the 
Romanes and beginne it with the beginning thereof, 
- that is at the firſt day of /anuarie, being the day of 
_ Chriſtes Circumciſion , yet they doe not account 
thoſe 7 daies before for a yeare, but cleane caſt them 
away, and reckon them not at all: as Foreſemproni- 
c:iſis ſheweth pag.2. 11, 4. and as the yearely Alma- 
nackes teſtifie, which afterthe Circumciſion keepe 
cuer the ſame yeare of the Lord , that the Church of 
Rome doth , whereas otherwiſe they woulde haue a 
-yeare more, Thirdly if it were ſo ,thatthe common 
and vſuall Compuration of Chriſtendome, did take 
the yeare of the Lord, ſecundum Natinitatem, yet that 
willnothelpe the matter and cauſe in hand : becauſe 
\ Bereomas maketh bur 33 yeares betweene Chriſtes 
Incarnation and Paſsion, and then we are in as bad 
caſe as we were before, For a whole yeare of thelife 
of Chriſt is ſtill loſt : ſo that the Computation will 
not reach tothe true in;z3 of Chriſtes Incatnation by 
awhole yeare. 

By this alſo you may ſee , that the dreame of Par- 
lus Foroſempronienſis, was nothing but a dreame. He 
writeth , that he had ſhewedhim in a viſion or reue- 
lation,that all Chroniclers and Hiſtoriographers did 
anticipatethe yeare of the Lorde, and put the Nari- 
uitie of Chriſt two yeares ſoonerthan they ſhoulde: 
and this viſion,or dreamerather , he laboureth tooth 
and nayleto confirme; whereas indeed in the vſuall 
Compuration the Natiuitie of Chriſt is ſet backe by 
One Y carcs | 
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Asthus. The Councel of Nice was holde Ara 363: 
add therto 3986 & we ſhal find the yeare of the world 
4349.Apgain from 363 ſubſtraQ 38: and you hauerthe 
yeare of Chriſt 325; adde thereto 4024 , and you 
finde that way too the ſame yeare of the world 4349. 
Yet it is hard to giucarule to reconcile the Compus- 
tation of Euſebius andthe Greekes, with this Compu- 
tation, becauſe he maketh new oddes almoſt in eue- 
rie article, But after Chriſt there is one vniforme or- 
der, For he placerhthe birth of Chriſt in the yeare 
of the world 5199, which is toomuch by 1174 : and 


that muſt be ſubdued out of this Compuration.

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Butthe Computation ofthe Emperour and Patriark 
in the Councel of Baſi/ , which couple the 6944 of 
the world, with the yeare of Chriſt 1435,is too much 
by 1484 yeares. 

By the like re{pe& havinga yeare of any one Ara 
or Computation , by this table ye may eaſily reduce 
it to any of the other, 

' But inthefe concurrences dueregard mult be had 
what time of the yeare euery Computation begin- 
neth: orherwiſe (as Dioryſurs Halycarnaſſeus complat- 
neth of 7 hucidid:s manner of Computation ) it will 
be hardco couple them together but that there will 
be an oddes of one yeare, And therefore it ſhall nor 
be amifſe roſerdowne the ſeuerall formes andbegin- 
nings of thele yeares by the which the principal! 
Compurations arereckoned.

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Aſtronomers, but alſo Divines allowed in Chriſlian Religion, 
45 Perrus de Aliaco, Nicholaus Cuſanus, Rogerus Ba- 
chon , ana generally all that haue ſouzht out the places of the 
planets at the honre of Chriſtes Nativitie. The like or grea- 
ter difſonancie theres, betweene the beginning ot the 
Indi&ions of the Empyre, and the IndiQtions of the 
Pope, The Indictions of the Empyredeginthe 8 Ca- 
lendes of 0cb.r; but the Pope beginneth his Indicti- 
ons three monthes after the 8 Calendes of Decemoer 
that is, arthe day of Chriſtes Natiuitie. 

The Zzyptians are made by Herodotus, (i. 2, and by 
Diodorus Siculns,l;, r. to bethe inuentors and firſt au- 
rors ofthe yeare, But indeede as they had it fromthe 
Hebrewes, among whom Noach himlſelte the firſt of che 
renewed world did ordaine the yeare, and monthes, as 
Toſeph. Antiqu, 1ud. li.r. and Beroſus l. 3 .aftirme, diſtin- 
 guiſhing che yeare by the courſe ofthe Sunne, and the 

12 monthes by the courſe of the Moone; ſo they did 
corrupt and depraue the ſame. For their yeare ( after 
the which Nabonaſſars Ara is accounted) hath indeed 
12 monthes, namely ,T hath, Phaothe, Athyr , Chiac, T y- 
h;, Mechir, Phamenoth, Pharmuthi, Pachon, Paune, Epe- 
phi, and Meſort: all which haue 30 dates a peece,and the 
laſt 35 : which makein all 365 daies for their yeare, But 
becauſe they omit the intercalation of a day in the leape 


yeare,it falleth outthatthe firſt day oftheirmonth T hoth 
and conſequently of theit yeare, wandreth thorow all 
the dates of ouryeare in 1460 yeares, Which ſpace of 
1460yeares is called of them wy mwonic , the great canicu- 
lar yeare, becauſe they begin it, when the firſt day of their 
month Thoth and theriting of the dopge ſtarre meete 
together, In the firſt yeare of Naboraſjars raigne', the 


ficit day of Thoth was the 26 day of Pebrnarie, accoun- 
ting

ting the yearof 7/15 Ceſar backward. Andthe firſt yeare 
of Chriſt it was the 24 day of A#2uſt, The ſame wan- 
dring courſe hath the yeate of the SaraJins and Turkes, 
but it differeth in the torme much, Fortheir yeare hath 
but 354 daies,as the common yeare of the Hebrewes.,and 
in 30 yeares they haue x1 leape yeares , that haue a day 
morea peece: {o that the beginning of their yeare wan- 


dreth thorow all our yeare once in 3o yeares . 
The yeare ofthe Greekes agreeth in forme with the yeare 


of the Hebrews, For firſtthe comon year hath 12 months 


with the ſame number of daies , which are named of 
the CArhentans thus: Hecatombeon, Metagitnion, Boedro» 
mion, Memachterion, Pyanephon, _Antheſterion, Poſideon, 
Gamelion, Elaphebolion, Munychion, Thargelion, Sciropho- 
ri0n: of the Aacedonians thus, Lows, Gorpiens , Hyperbe- 
reteus, Dirs, CApiliens, Audina, Peritins, Dyſtrus,Xan- 
thichus, Artemiſus, Deutins or Deſtins, Panemos, Againe 
they haue athirteenth month called «#4, and the 
earciuþaugne, according tothe ſame rule, as the He- 
brewes had : andlaſtly euery fourth yeare a day interca- 
lated fortheleape yeare , but it differerh in beginning. 
For the firſt day of Hecatombeon and Lons is the next 
newe moane tothe Summer Solſtice » And when that 
moone is at herful,they celebrate 8 keepethe ſolemne 
games at Olympus , cuery fourth yeare, By which the 
Grecians account and compute, dating by the firſt, {e- 
cond, third, or fourth yeare of ſuch an 0/mpiad, Ar the 
ſame time began the Ara Chaldeorum in Ptolomie : but 
theyeare ofthe Greekes or Saleucians began at the vernal 

uinoiall as may be gathered by 2 Marccib. 15. 
The ſtile 7. C. thatis, Yrbis condite, of Rome built, 
began according to D/cryſius, juſt with the yeare ofthe 
"/ympiades, But according to Yarro, Plutarch , Oroſins , 
O Eutropins, 
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 Enutropins, ec. Ie _ the 11 Calendes of Hay or 21 
of April, forthe firſt yeare : butfor the ſecond and fo 
onward,cyther at the beginning of the 0/ymprages, or at 
the vſuall yeare of the Romaxes , For the common and 
vſuall yeare of the Romares had another courſe. Forbe- 
| fore Romnlns,they began the yeare at the ſommer Solſti- 
ce, asit is likely , becauſe they learned their yeare of 
the Grecians. Yet itmay be, they had both their year & 
the beginning of ic from Neach or his children, and af- 
terward corrupted the ſame. Howſocuec it be, Ro-wlns 
(as AMacrob;us ſheweth Saturna!. (;, 1.) ordayned a 

yeare of 304 dajes, and deuidedit into 10 monthes,cal- 
ledthe firſt Marchin honourot his father <Hars, and 
therewith began the yeare coupling the fiſt of March 
with the vernal ZAquinoctiall without reſpeR of anic 
| leape yeare. But Numa Pompilins ſecing this yeare g<c 
\ too falt forthe ccurſe of the Sun,added 5odaics more, 
and after ypon better aduiſement heputtocone day more 
- and ({o. brought them to 355 , and withall added two 
monthes ,7azuarieand Februarie , and beganthe yeare 
with 1awarte , as the Citic and Empyre of Rome hath 
done cuer fince, And becauſe all this would not ſerue, 
 hedeuiledan intercalar month, as the Greekes had; bur 
he cleane lefroutthe leape yeare. Yet before Iuliws Ce: 
ſarsrime hey had gotten aquarter of euery leape yeare, 
by their new Intercalation-andadding to the three laſt 
yeares of cuerie 0cou«( or eight daies ſpace ) a thir- 
ticth month, But 1#l;zs Ceſar in his 11T1 Confulſhip 
and yeare of Rome 708, with the aduiſe of Sofagenes an 
Aſtronomer of Alexandria, and ayde of M. Flanius ano- 
tarie in Rome, tooke away thoſe intercalated monthes, 


_ ordained the quantitic of the common yeare to be 355 
Gates: andthat cuery fourth yeare ſhould in Februarie 
/ : hauc 
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haue adaie more called Bifſex:us ( becauſe rhey wrote 
twile or two daies together ſexto Cal, Marty , the (ixt 
Calcndes of March:)We ca!lthar yeare the leape yeare: 
ecauſe there we leape backe ro another Dominicaller- 
ter. Moreouer thoſe daies he deuided among the 
12 monthes in ſuch fort, that all the odde monthes be- 
ginning with [anzarie had 31 daies: and all the cuen 
monthes,as the ſecond,tourth,&c. had ina fullor leape 
yearc 3odaies: but in the common yeares Februarie had 
but 29. and he placed the winter Solſtice 8 Calendes of Colume!- 
Iinwarie , and the vernall Aquinotiall 8 Cal, of A- = _— 
p11, continuing the beginning of the yeare,as it was be- ca.z, 
tore , at the Calendes of 1anwzrie . But the pricites ® WE-ew | 
miſtaking Czſars minde made euery third yeare Biſlex- meas 
tiilor leape: and ſo in 36yeates made too many leape 
yeares by three. Wherefore AM nguſtus Ceſar comman- 
ded thethree next leape yeares to be omitted , and fo 
brought ir into order againe . But Auguſtus calling the 
monti Sextilss after his owne name Azeguſt , becaule ir 
ſhould nor be inferiour to 1uly, that bare his predeceſ- 
ſors naine, tooke one daic from Februarieto Auguſt;and 
then b2cauſe three monthes together had 31 daies a 
peece, he put ane from September to October , and one 
from Nouember to Decembcir. And this forme and falhi- 
on of the yearercmaineth art this daie: ſaving that the 
pointes ofthe AquinoQials and Solftices are varied 
ſince Iulins Ceſar 15 daies backward , ſothat the vernall 
AquinoGiall is now the 11 and 10daie of March, 
Which variation Grezorze xi/4.pretending toamend,in 


the yeare 1582 made an alteratio of the yeare,and brake 
the courſe, which it hath euerkepr ſince 1#4;us Caeſars 
' | rimegreducing the AequinoQials and Solſtices tothe 


pointes, which they poſleſiedat the Councel of Nzce, 
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And this he effeCted , by taking 10daies out of 0obey 
1582 : ordayning for heereatter , that every 400 yeares 
3 biſlextil orleape yeares ſhould be omitred : making 
the quantitie of the yeare lefſe than Tulins Ceſar did by 
one hundreth thirtic third part of a day , and one third 
of ſuchapart, And ſo he faith ,thit Calender will 
lait and lerue till the yeare of + Chriſt 5000 , This is 
the ſumme of Gregories correRion of. the yeare and 
Calendar. . re YE 

How well he hath done; to make this correCtion , 
 & how well he hath done it, may in few wordes appeare 
vnto vs, if we conſider theſe ftewe pointes. 

Firſt in remouingthe ZquinoQtial he condemneth 
the councel of Nice , whothought it not meete to re- 
moue it atall, burfixed it, where they foundit , v4, at 
March, 21. as Inlins Ceſar leit it at Harch. 25: and fo 
Petrus Cameracenſ;s vrged inthe councel of Conſtance , 
and had per{waded.7ohz xx1y. if he had continued inthe 
popedome, and of the fame opinion was? au/us Foro- 
ſempronienſis , in his Paulina parte, r. 

Secondly he taketh not the right i=zi marke or poinr. 
For if he would needes remoue it, why did he not re- 
duce it tothe originalland firſt beginning of the 7#/7ar 
yeare, that is tothe 25 of arch, which place it had at 
the Natiuitic of Chriſt, athing more memorable than 
the councel of Nice ?

this account the AcquinoCtiall is remoued trom the 
21 daic of March, not much more than nine dates and a 
quarter :and Pope Gregorie hath ſtricken our of the Ca- 
tendar full ro daies, VVherfore his Calendar muſt needs 
be falſe, eytherin the placeofthe Aequinoctiall, which 
is reduced tothe 21 of March; orin the new quantitie 
of the yeare , and remedie provided tor the perpertuitie 
of it. An4 ſurely this is a notable argument of mans 
dulnefſe of wit, and dimneſſe of f1gat euen of his ow- 
[1ſh ejes ( as 4r7/otlecallech chem) in the great workes 
of God. For indeed, the exatcourle of the Sunne, 
and the ivſt quancitie of the yeare, is incomprehenſible 
of mans wit, YVhich hath bred among thebeſt Aſtro- 
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nomers at the leaſt 20 diucrſe opinions of the quan- 
ti.icofthe yeare, all differing from this of Gregorres , as 
you may ſee in Cenſorine de die Natali, Cap. de anno Ver- 
rente, and in Picus Mirandula aduerſ, Aſtrologos,li.g.ca.y. 
wherc he noteth and obſerueth that 47erchel, Baten, 1- 
ſaac,lſraclita and ſome junior Aftrenomers doe holde, 
thatasthe daies doe lengthen and ſhorten, ſo the yeares 
dolikewiſe, andthatin the yeare of Chriſt 1310 rhe 
yeare was atthe ſhorteſt, and within a while after wovid 
begin to lengthen againe. 

Laſtly tor the terme that this Calendar will ſerue , I 
tale jt one ofthe wiſcit aRes of his Holines, when as he 
auoucheth that hi, Ca endar will ſerve and lit without 
alteration tillthe yeare of Chriſt 5000. For vnleſle the 
terme be lung the Jabour is needleſle :becaulein a hun- 
dred yeares the variation is not ſenſible , and therefore 
cauſcth no inconuenience at all: in thar ( as himſelte 
ſaith) 133 yeares and athird part make but one daies 
oddes.
